Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner and Mr. Larson discussed claims 231 and 387, which 
the examiner was to discuss the claims with the examiner's SPE for further opinion on the patentability of these claims. 
The examiner inform Mr. Larson, the positive recitation of the labels with the larger and smaller opening for guiding and 
center in claim 231 is a feather as part of the invention and therefore a reference is require to show such feather. The 
prior art references do not show such feather and if a further search does not disclose the feather, the claim is 
allowable. The examiner and Larson further discuss claim 387, which the examiner's SPE has stated the means plus 
function is an intended use and therefore any means capable for performing the stated function is a reference. The 
examiner and Mr. Larson have discussed if the claim may be amendment to positively recite the labels with the larger 
and smaller opening for centering the label as part of the invention, the claim may be allowable if further search does 
not disclose reference with such feather.
